The second thought in our 
minds amounting to a definite 


certainty, is that the present So- 
cial Credit government is oppos- 
ed to public Ownership, Faced 
with the demand from ali rural 
organizations for such a proposal, 
the government initiated this ple- 
biscite which from the start was 
doomed to defeat as the govern 
ment hoped. 

What are some of the reasons 
for this defeat? First, the op 
position of the govenment itself 
and its expressed wish to its own 
supporters to see the public 
ownership phase defeated, there- 
by accomplishing two things, viz 
absolving the government from 
responsibility and meeting the 
desires of the big interests 

Second, the opposition in the 
towns and cities. Many peopl 
were confused and misled by 
government and press” propa 
ganda with regard to rural elect 
rification, Calgary is an outstand 
ing example of confusion in this 
regard, That city is enjoying 
very substantial benefits from 
public ownership in the distri 
bution of its domestic supply of 
electricity, yet that same city by 
its overwhelming vote against 
public ownership for the rural 
areas denied equal opportunity 
to the rural people. 


Third, only one of the four 
political parties came out four 
square for rural electrification 


That of course, was the CCF, All 
the others were elther actively 
opposed or on the fence
